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A Survey of Braconinae (Hymenoptera, Braconidae) 
of Turkish Western Black Sea Region

Abstract: From Turkish Western Black Sea region are recorded 62 Braconinae 
species of genera Glyptomorpha HOLMGREN, Pseudovipio SZEPLiGETI, Vipio 
LATREILLE, Ceratobracon TELENGA, Bracon FABRICIUS and Pigeria ACHTERBERG. 
All the species are new to the fauna this region and 21 them are new to the fauna of 
Turkey.

Introduction 


Braconinae is the largest subfamily of Braconids, comprising hundreds of genera and 
about 2500 species, mostly in the tropics. This subfamily includes the largest Braconids: 
In the tropics up to 25-27mm, in north up to 15mm. All members of subfamily are pre- 
dominantly external parasites of concealed larvae of Lepidoptera, Coleoptera, though a 
few are parasitic on sawflies and Cecidomyiid midges. 


The hosts all share a moderate degree of concealment, usually in living plant tissue and 
typically include inhabitants of tree bark, stems of annual and biennial plants, galls and 
seed heads or vessels, but some are case-bearers. Leaf rollers and endophytic hosts that 
are only weakly concealed such as leaf-miners, as well as those living fully concealed in 
hard wood, are much less regularly attacked. 


Several braconines attack economically important hosts: for example some Bracon spe- 
cies parasitise forestry pests, and there are other Bracon species that attack stored pro- 
ducts pests such as flour moths. In warm temperate climates some Bracon species regu- 
larly parasitise weevil grubs and caterpillars damaging field crops like cotton and maize, 
including in a few cases more or less exposed noctuid larvae (SHAW M.R. & T. 
HUDDLESTON 1991). 


The Braconinae fauna of Turkey is not well known. Studies on Turkish Braconinae fauna 
include Mediterranean, Aegean, Marmara and partly East and Southeast Anatolia regions 
(BEYARSLAN 1986a, 1986b, 1987, 1988, 1991, 1992, 1996, 1999, 2002a, 2002b; 
BEYARSLAN & FISCHER 1990; BEYARSLAN et al. 2002). Regarding Central Anatolia, only 
7 species from province Ankara appear to have been recorded in the literature (GULER & 
CAGATAY 2001). 
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Material And Methods 


The material for the present study was collected by sweep-net from various localities of 
Turkish Western Black Sea region between 2000 and 2003 (Fig. 1) and sacrificed with 
ethyl acetate or cigarette smoke. Collected samples were pinned and labelled according 
to taxonomic rules and regulations. Specimens are deposited in the Zoological Museum 
of the Department of Biology, Trakya University. 


Relevant literature was used for taxonomical examination of materials (ACHTERBERG 
19832, 1983b, 1985, 1988, 1990; ACHTERBERG & QUICKE 1991, CHISTI & QUICKE 1995, 
PAPP 1997, PAPP 1999a, PAPP 1999b, PAPP 1999c, QUICKE 1987, QUICKE 1991, 
SHENEFELT, 1978, TOBIAS 1976, TOBIAS 1986). The specimens were identified mostly 
using the keys by (ACHTERBERG 1990, BEYARSLAN & FISCHER 1990, QUICKE 1987).
